“I suppose these things have to happen to people. I'd 
read stories about such cases before, and of course I had felt 
sorry for the wives, just as every woman would, but I never 
dreamed it could happen to me. It was so sudden and so 
terrible, and for the first two or three days it seemed all 
unreal. 

“IT couldn’t realize it was me it was happening to, and 
that it was my husband and my family. 1 guess I was in a 
sort of a daze, but then our friends in Jasper rallied to our 
support and I saw what I would have to do, I knew I‘d have 
to be with my husband. To stick by him and show him that 
it didn’t matter, that he was still our daddy and that we be- 
lieved in him no matter what the outside world felt about it, 
and when our friends in Jasper offered to take the children 
and care for them, and offered all the assistance they could 
I came right away. And since then everyone has been so 
kind. 

“It takes a trouble like this to bring back your faith 
in the world and in human nature. People we only just knew, 
and some we never knew until this terrible blow fell on us, 
came around as if they were our own flesh and blood and 
offered all kinds of assistance. It has all been so wonderful, 
and if I live to be a hundred I will never be able to repay 
all the kindness that has been shown to us.”

; Provincial Advisory Com- 
mittee Reports on Un- 
employment Relief 


Adoption of uniform food allow- 
ances for the five Alberta cities | 


Edmonton, Calgary, Lethbridge, 
Medicine Hat and Drumheller is 
recommended in the report of the 
provincial advisory committee on 
unemployment relief, tabled in the | 
legislature by Premier J. E. Brown- | 
lee. “Having regard to the uniform- 
ity of prices in the several cities 
and the similarity of occupational 
demands in each, it is deemed ad- 
visable to have this portion of di- 
rect relief as uniform as possible,” 
states the report. 

The committee also recommends 
that the food schedule for rural re- 
lief be designed to adequately sup- 
plement the food resources of the 
farm home to a basis equitably 
comparable to that outlined in the 
city food schedule. 


MONTHLY ALLOWANCE 

Another recommendation is that 
an allowance be granted to home 
owners in lieu of rent, “when taxes 
on a home are in arrears for two 
or more years a monthly allowance 
of one-twelfth of the current taxes 
plus one-twelfth of the annual fire 
insurance premium be made, said 
allowance not to exceed the maxi- 
mum amount allowed to renters; 
provided that the municipaiity 
agrees to protect such property 
from tex sales.” 

If the report is adopted there will 
be a general reduction in Calgary's 
relief scale. 
| So far as Edmonton and Leth- 
| bridge are concerned there will be 
| slightly decreased food allowances | 
| for small families and a_ corre-| 
sponding increase in the larger fam- 
ilies, 

General increases were to be 
made in Drumheller and Medicine 
Hat. 

In regard to transients the report | 

states that it approves the govern- 
/ment's decision to introduce legis- 
lation at the present segsion “un- 
der which unemployment relief 
}cases in dispute between municl- | 
| palities may be referred to a judge, 
| who will be asked to decide the 
| domicile of applicants and the re- 
sponsibility of payment.” 

The committee approves methods 
now in vogue in several of the cities 
issuing clothing and} 


s- | 


On the subject of casual earnings 
/the committee finds that “families| 
| should be allowed to retain a limit- 


essary incidentals for the home and} 
that such amount should be gradu- 
ated according to the size of the 
| family, recommends an allowance 
of $4 per month for two adults, 
plus $1 per month for each child.” | 
| The committee further recommends 
}that a rigid supervision be kept) 
over casual earnings by relief au- 
thorities not only in the interests | 
of tax-payers, but also as a safe- 
guard against the exploitation of} 
those receiving unemployment re- 
lief by employers paying low rates 
of wages. 


BORDERLINE CASES | 
On the subject of borderline 
cases, the committee “wiil be pre- 
pared to consider each case on it 
|merits from time to time as sub- 
{mitted to the committee through 
|the proper channels, but feels un- 
|able to lay down any rigid regula- 
| tion.” 
| In regard to single women 
committee “recommends that edu- 
cational classes for single unem- 
| ployed girls similar to those in op- 
|eration at this time for single men 
| be encouraged, as well as classe 
in cooking, sewing, dressmaking 
and similar groups.” 
| The committee also recommends 
| that “properiy that has come into 
the possession of municipalities and | 
that is rented to relief recipients 
| chould be rented on the basis of 
annual taxes and fire \wnsurance 
premiums, the same as allowed to 
home owners.” 
| Dealing with medical care, the 
| report recommends “that there be 
| recognized under the provisions ot 
the Relief Agreement, some form of 
health extension services such a 
travelling clinics or similar health 
| activities for the purpose of main- 
taining during the continuance of | 
the agreement, a general level of 
health standards, particularly of 
children in rural areas and that 
further efforts be made to induce | 
|} the Dominion government to ac- 
cept a share of the cost of such ser- 
| vice.” | 
| GIVE CONSIDERATION 

On the question of house equip- | 
ment and furnishings, the commit- | 
tee states that it has no difinite 
recommendation “but it is never- 
theless suggested that, keeping in 
mind the continued depletion of 
these n®cessities the authorities give 
| the matter some consideration.” 

On the subject of marriage while 
on relief the committee recommends 
| “that the regulation in effect in Cal- 
gary be adopted, namely, that the 
parties must be married for at least 
six months before being dealt with | 
as a family unit.” ‘ 

On the subject of vegetable gar- 
dens “it appeared to the committee 
desirable from the standpoint of 
reducing costs of relief, supplying 
wholesome exercise to family on 
relief and an evidence of co-opera~ 
tion of the individual with the 
state, that recipients of relief should 
do everything possible to raise 
their own supply of vegetables.”

Once you're fingerprinted and 
filed away in police headquarters 
the long arm of the law will get} 
you in the end if you give it a

Jim Fahey found that out. Twen- 
ty-four years ago he made a dash 
| for liberty from Leavenworth prison 
where he had been sentenced for 
alleged participancy in a mail rob- 
bery while armed.

“He did not participate in a 
jail delivery or actually drive a 
locomotive from the jail yard,” said 
Mr. Howson. He then told of how 
a train came into the jail yard each 
day and how Fahey and a compan- 
jion—not one of his companions 
who had been sentenced as a re- 
sult of the robbery—boarded 
open box car and were pulled 
therein from the jail yard. Riding 
for about five miles, they jumped 
off and made good their escape. 
Heading for Canada, Fahey had 
taken up his residence and acquit- 
ted himself as a fine, upright, law- 
abiding resident. There could not 
be found anything of any account 
against him. Both he and his fa- 
mily enjoyed splendid reputations. 


“IT am not asking this for my- 
self,’ declared Mr. Howson. “J am

EKDMONTON’S DEFICIT 

Edmonton closed the year 1933 with a deficit 

of $96,491, The sum would have been $130,794 

but for some unexpected increases in revenue, 

Of this amount $33,727 is accounted for by 


036 by increase in general debenture charges 
over the estimates, A total of $87,763 shortage 
due to increased cost of interest and exchange, 
against $29,135 due to unexpectedly large outlay 
for direct relief. ‘Excess’ wages for money 
produced three dollars of the deficit for one 
dollar occasioned by growing demand for direct 
relief for those who could not get any wages 
for work. 

The cost of unemployment relief is a heavy 
drain on the taxpayers, but the cost of giving 
away money for the use of the public credit 
is far heavier. The one could be borne if it 
were not for the other. Both cannot be borne 
indefinitely. The deficit of the city for the last 
year is another forceful warning of that 


EMPIRE TRADE 

The Financial Times concludes that, after a 
clear year’s operation there has been no marked 
improvement in Empire trage as a result of the 
Ottawa agreements. 

Britain bought 1,300,000 pounds’ worth more 
goods from Empire countries in 1933, but sold 
2,000,000 pounds’ worth less to them. Canada, 
despite its “sound” money barrier and_ tariff 
embargo, was favored beyond the other dom- 
inions, The revival of industry in Great Britain, 
due to the sale of goods elsewhere than in 
Canada, created a demand there for Canadian 
lumber, which was mainly responsible for a 
substantial trade balance in Canada’s favor. 

Only moderate reliance can be placed upon 
trade returns for a single year, particularly in 
a time of world blockade. So far as the record 
goes, it discloses a lack of permanency in the 
Ottawa agreements taken as a whole. Britain 
cannot go on trading with the dominions on the 
basis of buying more from them and selling less 
to them. If the dominions are wise they will 
propose a voluntary revision of the agreements 
with a view to equalizing the interchange, and 
thus make it to Britain’s interest to keep on 
importing from them, 

In that connection, a London despatch states 
that Mr. Walter Elliott, Britain’s minister of 
agriculture, is “revolutionizing the whole econ- 
omic structure of British farming.” The first 
fruit of this revolutionizing policy was a 40 per 
cent increase in Britain’s wheat crop last year, 
That is something worth thinking about. 


WHAT SUPPORTS PRICES? 

The price level in Canada has moved upward 
during the past year. The advance has not been 
uniform, one commodity with another, nor has 
the average movement been considerable. But 
there has been a moderate upward trend in the 
curve which represents the cost of supporting 


a family, In other words, the cost of living has 
been tending upward. 


This had to happen before better times 
could come, But scaling up prices will not of 
itself bring better times. It may even make 


them worse, and will assuredly do that unless 
along with the ascending price level there is a 
corresponding increase in wages and salaries, 
and also a broadening of employment. A higher 
cost of living means added hardship for the man 
whose earnings do not advance in keeping. It 
means also that there will have to be a sealing 
up of relief allowances to those who have no 
wages, with higher taxes imposed upon those 
who have, 

The parliament of Canada has as yet done 
no single thing to either raise the wage level of 
those who have wages or to provide wages for 
those who have none Having done nothing to 
prevent deflation, parliament is now doing noth- 
ing to support the advancing cost of living by 
bringing about a larger distribution of buying 
power 


A report of one of the chartered banks

it. The incidents of money-restriction do not 
| lend themselves to prediction with mathematical 
precision. There may be no deficit at all, or 
there may be a shortage of a million or more, 
depending on what fate Moloch may choose to 
send. 

The Government is to blame, and the sup- 
porting members of the legislature in due 
measure, because no effort was made or is to be 
inade to refund the provincial debt. Far more 
than the expected deficit could be saved by a 
scaling down of bond interest rates in keeping 
with the average of reduced earnings of those 
who are asked to foot the bill.

He faced death in a big hotel, with 
champagne glasses and the evidences of a big 
dinner about him. An adoring lady was not far 
off. She wanted to follow him 
into the outer world. Another 
went into hysterics at the fell 
news. 

The Canadian Press de- 
spatches spoke of his having 
daughters and a wife in 
Winnipeg. That was a little 


misleading. Mrs. Julian ob- 
tained a divorce from her 
husband, in California, in 
1931,

I can’t claim to have much personal know- 
ledge of the colorful Canadian promoter. Two 
or three times I made business appointments 
with him in the heyday of his career, but each 
time when I called, he was surrounded by a 
number of bibulous associates and a bevy of 
beautiful secretaries, Naturally it was no time 
for business. 

Julian used to claim that he had never been 
to school. Yet he was a slick talker, and 
affected to prefer poetry and works on philo- 
sophy to attending ball games or prizefights. 
He subscribed to no creed and belonged to no 
clubs, From the strain of his hectic business 
life he seemed to find relief in convivialities 
with his business associates and aides, 

Born into an Irish-Canadian family in Man- 
itoba, Julian sold papers, then sought success in 
the California oilfields while in his early twen- 
ties. With his first good stake he sent for his 
Canadian sweetheart and they married. The 
success of his $100,000,000 oil corporation didn’t 
help the success of his marriage. Now they are 
both come to grief and he has gone by the 
poison route.

It was while calling upon Julian that I met 
“Scotty” Allen. Test your memory and see if 
you can recall “Scotty.”” He was on the front 
page of every newspaper in America about ten 
years ago—-the serum manufacturers saw to 
that. 

“Scotty” figured in the famous “dash to 
Nome” with a dog team carrying serum to the 


supposed stricken settlement. His progress 
through the storm was followed breathlessly. 
There is strong suspicion that the “dash to 


Nome” was pre-arranged as a big publicity 
stunt for the serum manufacturers, like a more 
recent “mercy flight’ to a hospital in United 
States. The promoters of the “mercy flight” saw 
to it that the press agencies supplied the news- 
papers of the continent with “mats” of the plane 
and principals, well in advance of the flight. 

A lean, little chap, well-liked by Alaskans, 
Scotty was a tireless musher and driver. He 
was a mining engineer by profession and re- 
ported on many of Julian’s mining enterprises. 

The one unquestioned hero of the “dash to 
Nome,” the great-hearted dog Balto that led 
his team through the blizzards, came off poorest 
of the company of heroes. He was placed on 
exhibition in American cities, sickened and died 
in a few months from the soft life. His stuffed 
body is now one of the exhibits in a dime freak 
museum in San Francisco.

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Another sad story, also from Seattle, illus- 
trates the dangers that men of the diplomatic 
and consular corps go through in the interests 
of peace. 

Mr, Fernando Berckemeyer-Pazas, the Peru- 
vian consul at that port, is going to San Fran- 
cisco to become consul-general for Peru on the 
Pacific coast. His brother consuls thought it 
would help the comity of nations if they were to 
signalize the affair by a dinner at which they 
should all make speeches of goodwill and peace. 

Twelve consuls were invited, including at 
least one from Canada, The peace party began 
with a dinner at $3.50 a plate, with extra service 
of Manhattan cocktails, burgundy, champagne 
and cognac. 

You know how difficult it is to”be abstinent 
at a dinner where the cocktails are flowing. I 
was at one myself a few nights ago where 
somebody insulted me by offering me two cock- 
tails. There was nothing left to do but swallow 
the insult. 

The dinner started at 5:30 p.m., but with 
mixed drinks like that, so much peace senti- 
ment was engendered that the consuls couldn't 
deliver themselves of it all before the waiters 
wanted to close the dining room, An adjourn- 
ment was accordingly made to the 2lst floor of 
the hotel.

There was a renewed flow of liquor and 
peace sentiment at the adjourned meeting. In 
the spirit of world peace, an invitation to cut- 
siders was given to join in the celebration. 

Apparently some female Russian or German 
spies forced their way into the peace celebra- 
tion, for at 5:30 a.m.—twelve hours after the 
peace movement began—a friend of Senor 
Berckemeyer-Pazas telephoned the Seattle 
police that two of the lady visitors had left the 
hotel, taking with them Senor Berckemeyer€ 
Pazas’ pants, his gold watch, jewellry and $200 
in cash, 

It is pleasing to know that the peace move- 
ment was not brought to naught by the intru- 
ders. After a good sleep, some bromo-seltzer, 
aspirin and some borrowed clothes, the hardier 
members of the peace party next afternoon kept 
their scheduled appointment to visit the Carna- 
tion farm and drink a glass of milk from the 
contented cows.

Hardening of the Arteries 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Hardening of the arteries may be fotind in 
old age and is often accompanied by high blood 
pressure, the two disorders being found in the 
same patient. In addition to the’ harmful 
changes in the walls of the arteries and the 
high blood pressure, the vital organs may be 
affected, such as the kidneys, 
heart, and the brain. Harden- 
ing of the arteries, also called 
“arteriosclerosis,” is one of 
the degencrative diseases of 
middle age and old age, and 
in a great many cases starts 
when the patient is fifty or 
over. 

The inner walls of the 
healthy arteries are soft and 
elastic, but in the hardened 
artery, these walls have

thickened, tensed, and at a later stage, a lining 
of lime has been laid down which makes the 


arterial wall hard and brittle. The healthy 
artery stretches like elastic rubber, while in 
an advanced case of hardening of the arteries, 
so much lime has been deposited that the 
artery may become like a hatd pipe stem 
instead of like a soft rubber tube. The laying 
down of the calcium or lime makes the artery 
more brittle and also narrows it that the 
blood does not flow through as easily. 

I believe I can make.this plainer to you if 
I compare the hardened arteries to iron pipes 
used in plumbing which have become clogged 
up with a mineral deposit from the water after 
years of use. The water will then flow through 
the pipe in a slow exasperating trickle instead 
of in a smooth fast stream. The same thing 
happens when the blood tries to flow through 
an artery clogged with lime: The artery does 
not permit a full flow of blood and the parts do 
not get a sufficient supply. Most of the symp- 
toms of hardening of the arteries do not come 
from the hardening but come from the lessened 
supply of blood. 

For example, if the arteries of the brain are 
affected, the lessened blood supply may cause 
dizziness, faintness, or giddiness which often 
appears when the patient tries to get out of bed 
or when he tries to stand after sitting down. 
There may also be a loss of memory so that 
things are easily forgotten. The danger is that 
apoplexy may occur, and unless a better regi- 
men is adopted, these attacks of apoplexy may 
be repeated. 

If the arteries around the heart are affected, 
there may be a breathless feeling pain. If the 
arteries or the kidneys are affected, the patient 
will develop Bright's disease. Sometimes when 
a hardening occurs in the arteries of the legs, 
the patient has a sensation of numbness or 
tingling, with perhaps cramping pains through 
the calves after walking. Some of the general 
symptoms of this disorder are headache, weak- 
ness, or sleeplessness. High blood pressure 
might be considered a symptom of arterial 
ardening as the extra effort needed to push the 
blood through the thickened arteries means that 
the blood pressure must be raised.

THE DOUGLAS SYSTEM 

Editor Bulletin: Now that the 
Alberta enquiry into the Doug- 
las system is over, it is surpris- 
ing to find so little comprehen- 
sion of the ideas for which Major 
Douglas stands. The Labor News, 
‘or example, sets out the most 
amazing travesty of what Social 
Credit is, something which bears 
not the remotest resemblance to 
anything which Major Douglas 
teaches, and then demolishes its 
man of straw to its complete sat- 
isfaction, But let that pass, Your 
own friendly editorial on March 
23 is in a different category. That 
quite correctly describes the use 
of Social Credit “to facilitate the 
distribution of goods.” But fur- 
ther on you speak of disagree- 


ment as to “just what the doc- 
trine is.’ There is no disagree- 
ment on the doctrine, though 


there may be differences as to the 
mode of application; 

The Douglas philosophy may be 
divided into a statement of (1) 
the Principles, and (2) the Pro- 
posals. The Principles are funda- 
mental, There may be variation 
in the proposals For example, 
the application of the principles 
to an argricultural country like 
Canada may not be the same as 


like 


to an industrial country 
Great Britain 

The principles constitute the 
“doctrine.” There are only two: 
(1) Use of the National Credit, 
instead of gold, as the base of 


our monetary system, such credit 
to be issued not by a bank, but 
by the state, debt free and inter- 
est free; (2) Consumer credit, in- 
stead of producer credit 

These two principles are basic 
The first is not new, although the 
state, has allowed the banks to 
make use of the national credit 
and create a debt and charge 
interest on it. We have had a 
very recent example in the $60,- 
000,000 C.P.R. guarantee The 
government is liable for payment 
of that debt with interest. The 
Douglas people say that the gov- 
ernment should use its own credit 
for its own financing Ip 
finances a_ private corporation, 
the debt and the interest should 
be payable to the government, 
not by the government; though it 
may be that even in that_case it 
would be debt free and interest 
ree

Referring especially to the cot- 
ton states, Mr. Thomas says the 
law will drive out “as homeless 
“wanderers the miserably poor 
“crop-sharers of the south, Chron- 
“ically held in serfdom to the 
landlords by their debts.” “A 
law reducing acreage and paying 
“the landlord for it can have no 
“other effect.” 

In other words, reducing pro- 
duction cannot possibly make the 


community richer, It is bound 
to make the community poorer. 
In putting his finger on that 


point, Mr. Thomas has shown up 
the lunacy of the supposition that 
paying people not to produce is 
the way to the richer life. 

Mr. Thomas is leader of the 
American Socialist’ party. His 
views on farm ‘planning,’ as prac- 
tised by Mr. Roosevelt and re- 
commended by Mr. Bennett, 
should interest Canadian plan- 
ners with a leaning to Social- 
ism.—Winnipeg Free Press. 


tinguish the two forms of money, 


currency, ‘which is _ tangible, 
(notes and coin), and credit 
which is intangible, (cheque 


money). The latter, being 90 per 
cent of the money in circulation, 
is vastly the more important. It 
is created, or materialized, by a 
stroke of the pen in a ledger, just 
as much as if notes were printed. 
In the case of the C,P.R. the 
banks did not have $60,000,000 in 
currency. One they had the back- 
ing of the government by a guar- 


antee, they could create it, If the 
government had to pay under 
that guarantee, payment would 


have to be made from the real 
wealth and industry of the people 
of Canada, by the sale of wheat, 
cattle, lumber, minerals, ete. 

The second principle of con- 
sumer credit is wholly new and 
Major Douglas was the first to 
propound it. It is based on the 
fact that the consumer is the 
pivot of the whole economic sys- 
tem, for the sole end and aim of 
all production is consumption. 
Without a consumer, goods are 
valueless. At the present time, 
owing to lack of purchasing 
power the products of industry 
cannot be disposed of and the 
industrial machine stalls. Hither- 
to all bank credit has been used 
to finance the producer, This is a 
relic of the age of scarcity, when 
the aim of mankind was to pro- 
duce sufficient goods to satisfy 
their needs, and the chief con- 
cern of finance was the producer, 
The consumer was left to care for 
himself, and it was supposed that 
the stream of purchasing power 
generated in the process of in- 
dustry would find its way in suf- 
ficient volume to enable him to 
buy the products of industry. But 
that has proved to be a delusion, 
There is a diversion of the stream 
into other channels. Space forbids 
me to go into the reasons, The 
shortage of purchasing power the 
world over is evidence of the 
fact. Men cannot buy because 
they have not money and the 
goods remain unsold. Conse- 
quently Major Douglas reverses 
the process and proposes to 
finance the consumer through the 
use of the national credit. When 
he has sufficient purchasing 
power, the goods will move 
rapidly, and the wheels of in- 
dustry will soon turn. The prob-

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Railway Connecting Fort Grahame 
With Tide Water 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 


A committee of the British Columbia legislature has refused 
to report favorably on a petition brought in this year by interests 
representing the Consolidated Mining and Smelting Co., Ltd. of 
Trail, B.C., asking for a five-year extension of time within which 
to commence work under a charter for construction from the 
Port of Stewart at the head of Portland canal, a deep water sea- 
port open all the year, to Fort Grahame on the Finlay river. 


The committee thought the proposed extension too long; and 
negotiations are now under way to have the charter reinstated 
on terms providing for commencement of construction in the near 


future—probably within one year. 


The railway provided for in the charter would open up an area 
in Western Canada, most fascinating on account of the variety 
and value of its natural resources. 


Leaving Stewart, 


the railway 


would run for a few miles 


through the Bear River Valley; an area in which mining is once 


more becoming active as the price of ‘silver steadies. 


Then a 


tunnel of substantial length is projected to carry the railway 
through the coast range and into the district containing lands very 
desirable from the settler's standpoint and known as the Upper 


Valley of the Naas river.* 


The projected route of the railway touches the end of Mezzian- 
den Lake, where there is a water-power available of sufficient 
volume to generate a supply of electricity for the whole of the 
western division of the railway territory. 


Going eastward, and roughly half-way between the lake men- 


‘ tioned and Fort Grahame, the railway will cross the southern 


end of the Ground Hog Valley. This valley contains what is prob- 
ably the largest deposit of anthracite coal in the world. 


The formation itself, and the nature of the anthracite as com- 
pared with the Pennsylvania output, have caused differences of 


opinion among engineers. 


One thing they all seem to agree on is 


the immense quantity of anthracite in place. 


One engineer reported that the formation consisted of an upper 
stratum some eight hundred feet in thickness carrying anthracite 


veins throughout; then an 


intervening stratum of some one 


thousand feet in depth; and then a second anthracite stratum some 
one thousand feet in thickness carrying anthracite viens through- 
out. This engineer held to the opinion that the upper stratum had 
received a severe shake-up or twisting movement from some con- 
vulsion of nature or glacier action; and also said that so far as 
quantity was concerned it was beyond realization, because an 
output of ten thousand tons per day for a thousand years would 


not exhaust the upper stratum alone. 


This engineer pronounced 


the coal a real anthracite; but would not attempt to classify its 
value per ton as compared with the Pennsylvania coal until fur- 
ther work had been done, as near the air there was no way to 
estimate the reel ash content of the veins at depth. 


The definitely known fact is that in the Ground Hog Valley 
an immense anthracite area awaits railway facilities; and that it 
will only be some one hundred and fifty miles from tidewater 


at a deep-water port. 


On reaching Fort Grahame the railway will bring transporta- 
tion to about the centre of a large, definitely ascertained precious 
metals area; in which a very substantial amount of preliminary 


development work has been done. 


Fort Grahame is about eighty miles by navigable waterway 
from Finlay Forks, which is at the junction of the Great Rivers 
and is the western point of the proposed extention of the line now 
running from Edmonton to Pouce Coupe and Dawson Creek. 

The bringing of rail facilities to these great new and ricli areas 
will be the beginning of a new Canadian commercial empire in 


the West. 


MORE ABOUT 
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Jem therefore being to bring the 
volume of purchasing power into 
equation with the volume of pro- 
duction, it follows that during 
any given period the monetary 
supplies of the nation should be 
sufficient to buy the consumable 
goods produced by the nation 
within that period. And that is 
done by consumer credit. 

Those are the principles. The 
rest is mechanism, for the _dis- 
tribution of the credits. Here 
there may be a possibility of 
variations. There are two 
branches, both important and 
both distructive. (a) As the use 
of Social Credit will certainly 
lead to a great increase in the 
monetary supplies, the natural 
result will be a rise in prices, 
Price control will be necessary 
in order to check inflatian and 
automatic control is provided by 
the device of the just price. 
Without entering into details it 
may be said roughly that the sell- 
ing price will be fixed by the 
ratio consumption to total pro- 
duction. Suppose that that ratio 
was three-fourths, then the de- 
ficiency @f one-foutth will be 
supplied by a state credit The 
credit will be given, not to the 
producer prior to production, but 
at the moment of actual sale 
when the goods pass into the 
hands of the consumer. If pro- 
duction goes ahead of consump- 
tion, prices will fall; if consump- 
tion gains on production, prices 
will rise. It may be added that 
in reckoxing the ratio exports are 
inclined in consumption and im- 
ports in production, f 

(b) We have to recognize that 
in modern industry, it is inevit- 
able that human labor will be 
displaced by machines, and that 
with the progress of invention 
such displacement will progres- 
sively increase. The men dis- 
placed must be provided for, in 
the interests of society itself, for 
unless their purchasing power is 
maintained, they cannot purchase 
the food and clothing in the 
merchant's stores, and the ma- 
chinery of production will stall. 
The national dividend will furn- 
ish this provision. How much 
this national dividend will be I 
do not presume to say. It will be 
paid on the National Credit 
account and will depend on the 
amouni of that account when as- 
certained. Major Douglas sug- 
gests a dividend of 1 per cent. No 
doubt during the enquiry there 
were differences between the wit- 
nesses as to how much the divi- 
dend would be, But all such dis- 
cussions are on points of detail 
and attempts to forecast the fu- 
ture. They do not affect the basic 
principles mentioned above. —_ 

The only remaining question is 
as to the applicability of the 
Douglas system to Alberta. That 
question has nothing to do with 
the Douglas system. It is purely 
a question of Canadian law, 
whether the credits which are 
the essence of the system would 
be “money” or not. If they would 
be, then the sole legislative 
jurisdiction over money lies with 
the Dominion parliament and the 
Province of Alberta could not 
legislate without concurrent leg- 
islation at Ottawa. And there 
may be practical difficulties ow- 
ing to the set up of our province 


and the character of our industry. 
But such questions are not in- 
herent in the Douglas system 


itself,

RAILWAYS AND HIGHWAYS 
Editor Bulletin; Mr, Kienitz 
of Daysland is quite concerned 
over our railways, and he would 
make it appear that the highways, 
trucks and busses are ruining. 
| The situation is not quite so bad 
as it would appear. There are 
some features about highways 
that are not generally known by 
everyone, and if known would 


not justify the conclusions to 
which Mr. Keinitz arrives. 
We should look at our high- 


way system in its relation to all 
the public. These highways were 
and are being maintained by the 
people who were never satisfied 
with all the improvements which 
were made to Red River carts, 
wagons, etc., but wanted to enjoy 
the modern improyements and 
opportunities made possible by 
motor vehicles. To have and to 
enjoy a motor vehicle, we must 
have highways suitable for them, 
and we also must pay the price. 
The people, it must be remem- 
bered, have paid the price for our 
railways. It would appear they 
are ready now to construct and 
pay for highways. It is admitted 
that they are necessary. It can 
then be pointed out that once a 
highway is constructed it must 
be maintained, whether usea or 
not, and the more use that is 
made of it, the lower the average 
cost becomes. 
| A good many people do not 
know that in this province the 
| motor vehicles are paying what 
| is expressed by some authorities 
as being more than their share of 
| the cost of both construction and 
maintenance. If motorists are 
willing to pay for the highway 
they use, it would appear that the 
railways cannot hope to help 
themselves by restricting the 
modern development. 
| With regard to busses and 
trucks in competition with the 
railways, one of the first things 
to admit is that these are highly 
taxed for the use they make of 
these facilities and pay more 
| than their share of the cost. The 
proportion of the traffic in pas- 
senger miles taken by busses in 
all Canada, and this is much less 
in Alberta, 1s estimated at 1.7% 
as against 19.8% for the railways, 
and 78.5% for private cars. 
Regarding trucks, it does not 
seem fair to deny to the public the 
service that trucks have demon- 
strated they are able to give, just 
because they cannot haul wheat 
to Fort William. They can haul 
wheat or any other commodity 
short distances more economically

| WILD LANDS TAX

sessment Commission and in the 
case of land in an improvement dis- 
trict, the complaint is to be made to 


the Commission in the first in- 
stance.

plaints 

"O, I don't know,” replied Hon, 
R. G. Reid, minister of lands and 
mines. 

Hugh J. Montgomery, Liberal, 
Wetaskiwin contended that the Act 
was imposing a hardship in outlying 
districts and as there was only a 
revenue of $100,000 expected from 
it, he did not think it was worth 
while to impose that hardship. 
Practically, he said, this tax did not 
apply to the better settled areas.

half of the general tax. He forecast 
too much land being returned to the 
government if this Act passed. 

He suggested that the government 
hold over action on this bill for 
two years to see how things came 
out; to see if taxpayers would not 
hold onto their land, If not, then the 
taxpayers would throw up their 
hands and say they could not carry 


the burden and would ask the Bov- | 


ernment for help.

The only alternative 
to rebuilding the system and oper- 
ating it as a public utility, charging 
its losses to general revenue be- 
cause of its social value, is to sell 
the lines to farmers at junk prices 
and devise some means of absorb-

MONTREAL, April 3.—John T. 
Foster, president of the Montreal 
Trades and Labor Council and vice- 
president of the Canadian Trades 
and Labor Congress, died at his 
home in Outremont, a suburb of 
Montreal, 
illness. He was 59. 


Mr. Foster was one of Canada’s | 


most prominent leaders of organ- 
ized labor and while his interests 
were primarily those of members of 
the international labor unions, his 
work on their behalf took him into 
other fields, in his own province 
and throughout the Dominion. 
Wherever legislation affecting la- 
bor was proposed or desired his 
voice ‘vas likely to be heard or 
his advice sought. 

In an advisory capacity

}of Canadian wheat are averaging less 
than 2,000,000 bushels but naviyation 
may reopen by the end of this month, 
when the St. Lawrence is expected to 
{ship out much larger quantities. 
Prospects are for quite steady lake | 
freight rates this summer, with ship- 
pers apparently disinclined to accept 
|rates that do not pay the steamer to | 
operate. It is expected that Canada 
will reduce wheat acreage this spring 
perhaps by two million acres, whcih is 
over ten per cent. The export quota 
will be observed and if the 1934 crop 
} exceeds needs, then the wheat control 
|act will help to keep wheat back on 
| the farms and in this way force farm- 
ers to produce less; this will be for 
one year, however. Talk of an inter- 
national wheat gold price of about 63 
cents CIF Liverpool still prevails, but 
appears difficult to establish. It is 
now considered less likely that Canada 
will form a wheat board, but may | 
| operate through existing ‘machinery if 
the grain trade which seems to be a 
very satisfactory arrangement.
